HOLD EASTER EGG HUNT 


Hundreds of Children Participate in Second Annual Event 
Held Under Auspices of Andover Guild — Nearly Ten 
Thousand Eggs Gathered in Three Minutes 


\ thousand children of school age up to 
and including twelve years took part in the 
Faster egg hunt held Saturday afternoon at 
two o’clock in the Park under the auspices 


of the Andover Guild. 

Long before the appointed hour the chil- 
dren were lined up on Bartlet street and 
Chestnut street patiently awaiting the bugle 
signal to enter the park. School teachers, 
Roy and Girl Scouts, and members of the 
Sons of Veterans had little difficulty in 
keeping the children in line. 

Paper bags seemed to be the favorite 
containers; although many children were 
provided with baskets in which to collect 
their treasures while blouses and pcokets 
proved adequate to store a variety of treasures 

Eggs of many colors and sizes, hens’ eggs 
dyed in every hue of the rainbow, chocolate 


eggs and candy eggs, large and small, were 
concealed in the shrubbery, tucked in the 
limbs of the trees and the crevices of the 
foundation of the bandstand, and scattered 
broadcast over the park in such numbers that 
it looked as if there had been a hailstorm. 
In addition to nearly 9000 candy eggs and 


thirty-frve dozen hens’ eggs, there were two 
hundred specialties which included nests 
and baskets of tiny eggs. Easter bunnies 
drawing little carts loaded with eggs, and 
especially delightful bunnies with long, 
wiggly ears. 

At two o’clock the bugles blown by Helen 
Ripley and John Scherner who were stationed 
in the bandstand, rang out and the children 
swept forward like a swarm of locusts con- 
suming everything before them. Inside of 
three minutes, not an egg remained and only 
the fluttering bits of paper in which they 
were wrapped and the hundreds of children 
dispersing in excited groups were all that 
was left of a week’s labor given by Miss 
Margaret Davis, superintendent of the An- 
dover Guild, and her faithful helpers.

Legion of Honor 


The Legion d'llonneur in France ts 
an order of merit. both military and 
elyil. As at present organized, {t ¢on- 
sists of five classes-—chevallers, effi- 
cers, commanders grand officers and 
grand crosses. The . resident of the 
republic Is grand master In ordinary 
clreumstances 20 vears of military, 
naval or elyil service is necessary for 
eligibility to the rank by chevaller, 
and promotions can only be made 
after definite seryice In a lower rank. 
Extraordinary service admits to any 
rank The werd “chevaller’ means 


“knight.” 


“Penny” Not Official 
U. S. Coin Designation 


“Penny” is not the official designa 
tion of any coin minted by the United 
States. The application of ‘penny” to 
the cent, however, dates back to the 
beginning of our money system. 

Until after the Revolutionary war 
the <nglish penny circulated freely tn 
this country. Although one cent pleces 
had been previously coined by several 
of the states. the word “cent” did oot 
appear officinily in connection with 
a federal coin until 1786. August 8 of 
that yenr the Continental congress 
passed a law which prescribed “Cents: 
The highest copper plece, of which 
100 shall be equal to the dollar.” 

October 16, 1786, it was ordained 
by congress, “That no foreign copper 
coin whatsoever shall after the first 
day of September. 1787, be current 
within the United States of America.’ 
This law removed the English penny 
from circulation tn this country, but 
the name “penny” was transferred to 
our cent In popular usage and ft has 
tenaciously clung to ff ever since. 

After the present Constitution was 
adopted the cent was retained as 
part of our monetary system. April 
2, 1792, congress passed an “act es 
tablishing a mint. and regulating the 
coins of the United States.” This act 
prescribed “Cents—eich to be of the 
value of the one-hundredth part of a 
dollar, and to contain eleven penny 
welghts of copper.” 


Ants by the Millions 
Used to Worry Beetles 


“Without Blnck Ants No Cocoa.” 
reads a sign posted at the entrance 
of a great plantation in Central Java 
It does not go unheeded, either, for 
the natives hand in some 4,000,000 
nests of these little creatures every 
year, and receive payment in return 
These black ants live upon trees in 
fested by the white cocoa louse. 

Neither the louse nor the ants in 
jure the trees The real enemy is a 
certain beetle whose name ts Helo 
peltis, which also attacks the tea 
plant. [t has been found that when 
the black ants are present the Helo 
peltis fails to injure the trees. Ap 
parently this snp-sucking pest {s dis 
turbed by the activity of the ants, for 
the latter do not attack the beetle. 

This is why the black ants are pro 
tected. Food is provided for them by 
picking the white cocoa louse from 
the shells of the fruit, where they 
congregate. and placing them on the 
cocoa trees to attract the ants and 
disturb the heetles

Japanese Lacquer 

Lacquering is one of the most fa- 
mous of the Jupunese arts, and al- 
though it hus been practiced for cen- 
turies, many of the details of the 
craft are still 1 secret to all but a few 
of the native craftsmen, says Popular 
Mechanics Muguzine. It is known 
that fine gum from the urushi tree 
furnishes the material for the lacquer 
varnish, and that sometimes as many 
as fifty coats are applied on a base 
of pine or cherry wood.

French Shepherds Use 


Stilts to Advantage 


Walking on stilts is a fad that does 
not die with the ages. On the tomb 
of one of the oldest Pharaohs Is a 
crude bas-rellef depicting a court pro- 


cession. The procession is led by a 
trumpeter who is perched on high 
stilts. 


Every nation, in fact, has had tts 
expert stilt walkers, In China, and 
Japan the fad is popular with youths. 
some of whom are so adept in this 
mode of walking that they require no 
supports or uprights to steady them. 

In southern France stilts are more 
than fads. There they are used al 
most continuously by the shepherds. 
who have to keep watch over large 
flocks of sheep as well as to pass 
through bogs. The stilts are usually 
from six to eight feet high and are 
strapped tightly to the knees, 

Both men and women tn that part 
of the country are expert stilt walkers 
In their hands they hold a long stick 
or cane as a support. So accustomed 
are these people to the stilts that shep 
herdesses have been known to knit 
socks while walking on them. 

A frequent pastime of these people 
are stilt races, and not a_ holiday 
passes without a stilt contest of some 
sort. One contest recently was won 
by a boys and a girl, each fourteen 
years old. The third to come in was a 
shepherd, whose age was about 
seventy.

Trout Season Opens in Massachusetts 
on April 15 


Director William C. Adams of the State 
Fish and Game Division has called the atten- 
tion of the public to the fact that the season 
for trout fishing will open in this state on 
Monday, April 15. 

No brook trout less than six inches in 
length may be lawfully taken and no brown, 
Loch Leven or rainbow trout can be taken 
under eight inches in length. Fishermen 
taking trout less than eight inches should 
make sure that they are not taking brown, 
Loch Leven or rainbow trout. 

Only 25 trout are allowed to one person in 
one day. If two or more persons are fishing 
from the same boat or raft only 30 trout 
may be taken in the aggregate. Night fishing 
is prohibited from two hours after sunset to 
one hour before sunrise. 

The sale of wild trout is psoitively pro- 
hibited. 

The open season for trout fishing will close 
on July 31. 

Attention is also called to the fact that all 
persons over 18 years of age, both men and 
women, must have a sporting license for 
stocked brooks and this Weense may be ob- 
tained from any town or town clerk. 

Detailed copies of the fish and game laws 
may be obtained from the local town or city 
clerks or from the office of the Fish and Game 
Division at the State House and their pro- 
visions should be carefully noted. 

There are special restrictions on the Deer- 
field river. No trout under 12 inches in length 
may be taken and only five trout per day to 
each person. Fish may be taken only with a 
single rod and line which is to be held in the 
hand. 

The fishing season is now closed on such 
species of pond fish as pickerel, black bass, 
horned pout, white perch and pike perch. 

Extreme care should be used to prevent 
forest fires because if our forests are destroyed 
fishing and hunting cannot be perpetuated. 
This obligation rests upon every fisherman 
and all others who frequent .<he woodlands 
and forests. If serious forest fires should occur 
it may be necessary to suspend the fishing 
seasons during any dry spell unless strenuous 
precautions are taken to prevent fires. 

The rights and property of the land-owners 
must be respected by all or they will with 
draw from the public privileges of access onto 
their lands for the purpose of fishing, hunting 
or other recreation. No real sportsman will 
be guilty of violating the privileges which are 
extended to them by the land owners.

The 
school marched into the church from the 
parish house led by the regular choir with 
crucifer and cross. The American flag and 
Church School banners were also carried 
adding color to the procession. 

In the church were masses of Easter lilies 
and bright potted plants which contributed 
greatly toward the happy atmosphere of 
Easter. 

After a short service Mr. No Yong Park, 
a Chinese gentleman who is studying and 
lecturing in this country, spoke most enter- 
taingly to the children. Mr. Park has been 
called the Mark Twain of China and from 
his amusing remarks one could well see the 
apt comparison. 

Speaking in more serious manner he told 
the children that there is very little difference 
between American and Chinese children 
except in manners and customs. They learn 
the identical subjects in school, except of 
course where English is taught here the 
little Chinese children are learning their 
own language. One very marked difference 
though, between them he said, was that 
whereas American children sometimes cry 
because they do not want to go to school 
often Chinese children cry because they are 
unable to go on account of lack of accommo- 
dations. ‘AL of the six languages which he had 
learned, English had been the hardest because 
many times the same word had different 
meanings. His illustrations amused the chil- 
dren immensely. 

In Mr. No Yong Park’s opinion the Ameri- 
can missionaries have done more for China 
than those from any other country and he 
hoped that they would continue their as- 
sistance and interest for many years. An 
Easter carol was sung afterwards most 
sweetly by the little ones in Mrs. Arthur 
Bliss’ class. 

The Rev. Mr. Henry then read the list 
of those who had been feck each Friday 
during lent at the children’s service who 
would receive gold bands, and also those who 
had been absent once. Bands printed in blue 
were presented to these. 

Later plants were distributed to all the 
children and sent to those who were ill.

A well-baby clinic gives many 
infants a good start in life and advice as to 
care and suggestions as to diet are valuable 
preventive measures. Much is done to make 
the children happy and they as well as the 
parents are deeply grateful.

BABSON SAYS LONG-PULL OUTLOOK 
FOR OIL INDUSTRY IS BRIGHT 


Better Oil Companies Are Where Public Utilities Were Ten Years Ago — Companies with 
LargeChains of Retail and Wholesale Distributing Stations Are in a Preferred Position 
— Trend Toward Consolidation in Oil Industry Is Fundamentally Sound 


Babson Park, Florida, April 5, 1929. 

“We are witnessing today the beginning 
of a vast economic change in the oil industry. 
The co-operative efforts of oil leaders in 
restricting wasteful over-production are 
very important; but this co-operative move- 
ment is really only a sign that the oil leaders 
are beginning to realize the ultimate destiny 
of the oil industry. Present co-operative 
movements are but the first step toward 
combination into larger units. There are 
destined to be widespread consolidations 
which should result not only in far greater 
rofits to the companies, but in cheaper and 
yetter gasoline for consumers. The present 
unnecessary duplication in tank wagons, 
filling stations, advertising, etc. is very 
wasteful, and will sooner or later result in 
great combinations which should make many 
oil stocks sell for three or four times their 
present prices. 


Oils May Become Public Utilities 


“There is no more reason for ten or a dozen 
oil companies to be supplying gasoline and 
oil service to the same town than there 
would be for ten or a dozen electric light 
or gas companies supplying light and gas 
service to the same town. In fact the oil 
business has many essential features of a 
public utility, and I believe that ultimately 
our great oil distributing concerns will be- 
come a kind of modified public utility, in 
form as well as in substance. I believe that 
the better oil companies are today where the 
public utilities were ten years ago, and that 
the next ten years will show as great an im- 
provement in the ‘Oils’ as the past ten years 
have in the ‘Utilities.’ 

“Tn this connection it should be emphasized 
that companies with large chains of retail 
and wholesale distributing stations are in a 
preferred position. Such companies will form 
the nucleus of the oil consolidations of the 
future. They will be in great demand by the 
big crude oil producing concerns which have 
a surplus of oil but a dearth of distributing 
outlets. 


Co-operative Curtailment of Output 

Helpful 

“So much for the broad aspects of the oil 
business for the future. At the present time 
the greatest problem is the threatened over- 
production of crude oil. Under the leadership 
of the American Petroleum Institute, pro- 
ducers have recently gotten together on an 
ambitious program of curtailment. This is 
distinctly encouraging. The plan is to reduce 
crude oll outed in the four leading areas of 
the United States, Mexico, and South 
America, to the level of production on April 
1, 1928. This means an eight per cent cut in 
daily output. It would bring production in 
line with current consumption requirements. 
The fact that the California companies have 
agreed to this plan is especially helpful be- 
cause the California field has been mainly 
responsible for the over-production during 
the first two months of 1929. Also Ven- 
ezuelan operators have cut down their pro- 
duction. Oklahoma and other operators in 
the Mid-Continent field have voluntarily 
been co-operating for some time, and the 
proposed reduction in this area is not much 
below the maximum already set voluntarily. 
The fact that both West Texas and Calif- 
ornia have come in, however, is especially 
significant. 


Conservation Program Should Regulate 
New Drilling 

“Undoubtedly this new proration agree- 
ment will do much to help sentiment in the 
oil industry during the next few months. On 
the other hand, it should be remembered that 
such a program takes a certain amount of 
time to become effective. Those interested 
in the oil industry, whether as investors or as 
operators, should not become discouraged 
if the situation does not immediately right 
itself. Sooner or later co-operation will have 
its effect in improving conditions. 

“T do feel however, that the co-operative 
program as at the present time outlined will 
not solve the whole probelm. Real conserva- 
tion calls for curtailment of new drilling 


operations fully as much as curtailing actual 
production. If the oil men curtail production 
from existing wells and continue to drill new 
wells and tap new flush pools, they are merely 
storing up trouble in the future. Statistics 
show that new wells are continuing to be 
drilled just about as fast as they ever were. 
The solution of this problem, it seems to me, 
can be only partly achieved by co-operative 
agreements. It may even be necessary to 
establish holding companies combining most 
of the producers in each field, so that regulation 
of new drilling can be effectively enforced. 
This would be in line with the general 
tendency toward larger units in the industry, 
which, in the last analysis, is the only means 
whereby a comprehensive conservation pro- 
gram can be permanently successful. 


Must Consider the Public Interest 


“The trend toward consolidation in the 
oil industry is fundamentally sound, not 
only from the standpoint of the industry and 
its investors, but also from the standpoint of 
the public. For example, the history of the 
public utilities in the past ten years has been 
one of better service to the public at lower 
rates. This has been accomplished largely 
through consolidation and inter-connection 
of properties, thus bringing savings in costs 
which have been shared with the consumers. 
The oil industry should be able to accomplish 
the same results. To do this, however, the 
management of the oil companies must be 
actuated by ideals of public service and not 
merely by a selfish desire for profits. If the 
present co-operative movements are used 
simply to boost the price of gasoline and oil 
to the consumer they will defeat their own 
purpose. Without a sympathetic attitude on 
the part of the people, engendered by con- 
fidence in the integrity and fair dealing of 
the oil companies, it will be impossible to 
put over any great consolidation movement, 
regardless of how desirable it may be for all 
interests concerned. Business by the Babson- 
chart is now six per cent above normal com- 
pared with four per cent above a year ago.”

Splendid Fossil of 


Ancient Sea Terros 


The fossiled skeleton of a teleo 
saurus, a terror of the seas of the 
Jurassic period, 150,000,000 years ago 
is on exhibition at the Field Museum 
of Natural History, Chicago. The 
creature, a sea crocodile about ten 
feet long, comes from Wurttemberg. 
Germany, and was excavated neur 
there from land which was a sea hot 
tom In prehistoric times, when that 
pert of Europe was covered by water 

The fossil is unusual In that ulmost 
every detail of the skeletal struc 
ture of the animal is intact and sharp 
ly defined in the specimen. Rows of 
sharp-pointed, viclous-looking teeth In 
the jaws Indicate that the animal prob 
ably was carnivorous, and that if un 
doubtedly preyed upon lesser crei 
tures of the sea. The crocodile wis 
protected by strong plates along its 
back, which acted as armor. ‘The 


bones of these plates are preserved 
In the fossil. 

The skull, the short front legs and 
the longer hind ones and the verte 
brae are virtually complete.

Weaver John Dies in Haverhill 


John Thaddeus Murphy, 73, familiarly 
known as “Weaver John”, died suddenly 
yesterday afternoon at his home, 246 
Winter street, Haverhill. Mr. Murphy re- 
turned home a week ago from New York, 
where he was feted for two weeks and was 
the guest of honor of the Wool Institute of 
America. He had since his visit to New York 
been recuperating from the strain of the 
round of social honors extended to him on his 
first visit to that city. On Wednesday he 
complained of congestion in his throat and 
was depressed. He was persuaded by his wife 
and daughter to remain at home and the 
family physician was called. Thursday 
morning he remained about the house, and 
while seated in a chair in the afternoon, he 
slipped to the floor at the same time calling 
his wife. Mrs. Murphy summoned Rey. Fr. 
Ambrose Hennessy, Mr. Murphy dying 
shortly afterwards of the shock with which 
he had been afflicted. 

Mr. Murphy was a native of Andover, his 
father, John T. Murphy, having been a 
landscape gardener. He attended the public

Mr. Murphy entered the employ of the

“Weaver John”, who was accompanied to 
New York by “Mamie” as he affectionately 
called his wife, tried to keep up with the 
round of pleasure mapped out for him, but 
was forced to conserve his energy and cut 
part of the program. Since his return the 
strain of the round of gaiety in New York 
into which he entered with spirit of youth 
began to tell upon him and his family and 
friends believed he was suffering from ex- 
haustion and did not expect any serious 
results.
